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^ (57) Abstract: Disclosed is a stable pharmaceutical solution preparation of erythropoietin (EPO), which includes a stabilizing agent 
^ not containing a blood-derived protein, thereby maintaining EPO activity for a prolonged period of time without the risk of viral 

contamination. The stable solution preparation further includes a non-ionic surfactant and a tonicity agent, thereby preventing EPO 

loss during storage and facilitating administration to the body.
